No  matter  how  excellent  the  cabinet  work,  how  clever  the  carving, 
or  how  fine  the  finish,  the  result  will  be  unsatisfactory  unless  the  lumber 
is  right. 

W ood  selected  for  the  rare  beauty  of  its  grain  possesses  more  exquisite 
beauty  than  any  carving  or  applied  ornament  that  can  be  produced. 

Nature  traces  wonderfully  beautiful  lines  in  the  product  of  the  forest. 
Herein  lies  the  value  of  each  piece  of  wood. 

A  design  can  be  produced  indefinitely,  but  a  natural  figure  in  wood 
cannot  be  duplicated.  In  this  nature  never  repeats. 

No  man  has  yet  devised  a  process  for  the  rapid  drying  or  curing  of 
lumber  equal  to  Nature’s  method. 

The  lumber  out  of  which  the  “Royal”  Line  is  constructed  is  first 
brought  to  the  saw  mill  in  the  log,  by  water,  receiving  the  beneficial  effect 
of  the  water  in  removing  the  sap.
